To Whom It May Concern: 

1 took over the job of filing for E-rate reimbursement last fall completely lacking in any 
knowledge of how the program operated. In filing for reimbursement for year four I had 
to rely on the advice of others while still trying to juggle the other responsibilities I have 
at our small rural school. We did not receive notification of funding for year four until 
late November of 2001, which mistakenly led me to believe I had extra time to file for 
year five funding. It is solely my fault for not taking the time to fully read all of the 
instructions to know when the deadline was. After finding out that I had missed the filing 
deadline I checked the website and determined from the information presented that there 
was no hope in filing an appeal simply for filing late. 

This week I spoke with a very nice young lady from your department who urged me to 
file an appeal to still try to receive funding for year five. White Oak is a small rural 
school district of about 200 students Pre-K-12. White Oak received a grant from 
Southwestern Bell and the Oklahoma State Department of Education for H.323 
equipment to facilitate long distance learning classes for our school. Last year we 
arranged classes with two other high schools in northeastern Oklahoma utilizing the 
equipment to satisfy our foreign language requirement for the school, as we could not 
afford the salary for our own foreign language instructor. 

We have the classes in place for this year and still have a credit with Southwestern Bell 
for the T1 line service but that will quickly run out. If we lose funding for year five this 
means we will have to discontinue the TI line service which will mean we will also lose 
our long distance learning classes. The Oklahoma State Department of Education has cut 
funding across the board to all districts in the state repeatedly since April; we do not 
expect the funding situation to change or expect any other assistance from other sources. 

What I am asking for in this appeal is to please not punish the students of this small 
district because of my ignorance in not reading the instructions on when to file on time. 
Please consider at least partial funding to keep the service we have for the T1 lines. If I 
can be of further assistance in this process or need to clarify anything please contact me, I 
will do whatever I can to rectify my mistake.
